Agriculture as a Business and, or, a Way of Life 


Ag Club banquet. A lot of water has 

gone over the dam in those 31 years. 
J recall, some speaker at that time talked to 
ys about agriculture as a business and a 
way of life. We had just returned from 
World War I. There was a period of un- 
rest, inflation was rampant, credit was 
loose, and we were graduating into a world 
of promise. 

e have learned how to grow two blades 
of grass where one had grown. Farmers 
were proud of their independent way of life. 
They were their own bosses; they wore no 
man’s collar. We knew about better breed- 
ing, we improved methods of soil 
fertility, crop rotations, better seeds and 

s to plant and sow. It was a great, 
right, promising future and we went forth 
full of energy. Farming was a great way 
of life and we were all well equipped to 
enjoy it to the fullest. : 

Registered live stock was selling at an 
all-time peak. Of course it was easy to get 
those high prices then for no one was pay- 
ing cash for anything they bought. Credit 
was easy. Banks were loaning all the money 
farmers wanted to buy a good sire or some 
foundation females. In fact, breeders didn’t 
care much whether or not you brought a let- 
ter of credit. You could give your own note— 
and at your sale that breeder would come 
around and buy the same amount or more 
from you. It would have been smart to 
have watched a bit the fellow who wanted 
to buy more. But it wasn’t done, and by 
the time the stock market crashed in 1929 
most of the farmers were busted anyhow 
and city folks whose money was invested in 
stocks not live stock were catching up. It’s 
different now. We are operating on a cash 
basis and I hope we continue that way. 

Then it came! A depression which was 
felt around the world; a world much larger 
than the one which had heard the call of 
Paul Revere or the “One World” we hear 
about today. We have recovered from that 
crash now, but how? 

Perhaps that is something for you young 
folks who are equipping yourselves for a 
career in agriculture to think about. You 
are better equipped than I was in 1919. 
Your live stock has improved, you have 
hybrid varieties to further increase the 

elds, and you have new grasses which can 

used to rotate pastures to better advan- 
tage. You can produce more pounds of meat 
per acre of grass now. And that is the 
cheapest meat produced. Don’t you ever 
forget it! 

I don’t think there is any question bu 

t we are coming into an animal and 
gga agriculture. i think Missouri is to 
complimented on the fact that she has 
developed a balanced farming program. To 
me that is just plain, everyday, good think- 
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[’ has been 31 years since I attended an

ing and judgment. 


this came about through smart Missouri 
ingenuity or from necessity due to an over- 
stocked feed supply; but whatever it was, I 
think that it is a practice which will spread, 
and one which will be of great benefit to 
the live stock business. 

We understand that one of your econo- 
mists is going to tell farmers here at Feed- 
ers’ Day this week that cattlemen are going 
to be under pressure for lower prices during 
the next two years. I don’t suppose there 
will be an argument about the pressure be- 
ing put on; it has been on for over two 

ears, and your economist will point out 

f cattle have been above parity for 
eleven years. He is going to say this pres- 
sure will come from a lower demand and 
larger cattle supplies—maybe larger num- 
bers but I think the point on demand is 
debatable. I think it is not difficult to 
demonstrate that there is not too much live 
stock on the farms of this country, and not 
likely to be for many years. Let us engage 
a few statistics to that end. Take two 
years, 1920 (just after I graduated) and

These figures show a substantial gain in 
cattle, a substantial loss in sheep, and hogs 
about the same. But in this same period the 
population of the country has increased 
from about 105 million in 1921 to 150 mil- 
lion in 1950. We are still a meat eating 
nation and as long as we can keep our mills 
and factories running there will be a 
strong demand for meat in the working- 
man’s diet. But that isn’t all of the story 
for in 1920 there were 20,901,000 horses 
against only 5,310,000 in 1950, and 5,651,000 
mules against 2,153,000 a the last count. 
This means that a tremendous volume of 


I don’t know whether | 


feed, once going to horses and mules, is 
now available for the sustenance of other 
animals. 

It is conceivable that the situation might 
be quite different not grain prices been 
artificially gp over recent years. 
That program created an out-of-balance 
agriculture in this country. With your 
balanced program I feel Missouri farmers 
can be, and perhaps are, in better shape 
than in a lot of states. I think it’s impor- 
tant for you to keep in mind your grass and 
live stock agriculture and to produce as 
many pounds as you can on your improved 
and rotated pastures. 

Can farming be made secure? 

That is a big question and yet I feel it is 
not one over which you need loose m 
sleep. I think you are going into a farm- 
ing program réalizin t much depends 
upon what you yourself put into your work, 
and with the assistance of a Divine Being 
who will supply rain and sun for your crops 
and live stock to grow and develop. Farm 
people, as they ponder the political storm 
which rages currently over the so-called. 
“farm problem,” must wonder sometimes if 
there is a really invincible solution to the’ 
perplexing problems of agriculture. 

One leader talks of “guaranteei the 
farmer this or that; another ta of 
“security” for the farmer; still another 
argues that the farmer needs “stability.” 
py most ed bg farm a evolved te 

ar are pitc on one of 
security or stability. They are bis words 


to the politician. : 

Many farmers, being accustomed, to deal- 
ing with the vicissitudes of nature, must be 
inclined to take these promises with a grain 
of salt. Only a farmer can know how really 
difficult it would be to guarantee to stab- 
ilize eee. so that each year would be 
a ike the one that went before it. Ever 

ow a farmer who felt secure about har- 
vest at planting time? Ever know a feed- 
er who felt secure about marketing time 
when he laid in his replacements? 

Basically, raw nature is at the root of 
the instability faced by farmers. They may 
raise bumper crops or encounter complete 
failure. ey may watch bugs or a crop 
disease wipe out their profit. In additio: 
they operate under the joint advantage a 
disadvantage of the open, competitive 
market, which while unpredictable, can be 
just as’kind as it is unkind. 

It has always been like that with farming. 
The people who have made it their ‘eccupa- 
tion have realized that, and have gone ahead 
regardless of risk, uncertainty, insecurity 
and instability. And it is these things that 
have made them individualists; made them 
willing to take the risks that have brought

But I made up my mind if they were worth 
that much to the would-be buyer they were 
just as valuable to me,” “Tiny” relates. 


The first two calves from these heifers 


‘sold for $3,285.00. Two more calves brought 


their income considerably over the $5,000.00 
mark. Still in the herd are four’ Barbara 
Woodson daughters of these cows, the cows 
themselves, arid one of their sons in use as 
a herd sire. And he wouldn’t take $5,000.00 
today for either of these top producers. 


Both in his former location in Florida, 
for the past two years in Georgia, 
“Tiny” Williams has done a great job pio- 
neering the Aberdeen-Angus breed in the 
south. One year he put out sixty-two Aber- 
deen-Angus.steer calves which came back 
the following season at the Ocala club show 
“just to show folks that all the calves in the 
world didn’t have a white face.” The 
Georgia breeder has specialized in “club 
herds”—units of six heifers and a young 
bull. “Selling a bull is all right, but if you 
sell a man some heifers to go with the bull 
you have really put him in the Aberdeen- 
Angus business.” 


The man who is doing the bulldozing on 
the new Sturdy Oak Farms is an example 
of the contagious effect of the Williams Ab- 
erdeen-Angus salesmanship. “He just saw 
the cattle around and noticed how well they 
were doing. He asked some questions, and 
I gave him the answers.” Anyway, there is 
a Georgia bulidozer operator who has a nice 
start in pure bred Aberdeen-Angus. The 
Williams herd supplied a lot of Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls for commercial cattlemen in 
Florida to use on native “woods cattle” and 
Brahmas. Nor is there any diminishing of 
this work in the new location. For in eigh- 
teen months in his new Georgia location 
thirty bulls have been placed. But the mat- 
ter of building up a new farm—brush clear- 
ing, re-seeding, fences and buildings has 
taken a lot of time away from the herd, he 
its .

A practical cattleman who knows the 
southern beef industry about as well as any 
man it was a real treat to go over the cow 


herd with “Tiny”. It is a good herd of cowm 
individually as well as in breeding, and they 
are handled in a practical manner. Founda 
tion of the Williams herd is, to a large ems 
tent, built on the pioneer Will Miller hen 
of Newton, Iowa. This herd was founded in 
1897 and was purchased in 1944 when Mp 
Miller died. Some great cattle have been

Barbara 
Woodson, foundress of a great line of fe 
males, was bred by Will Miller. Today im 


the Williams herd are eight Barbara Woods 
son females. There is also an own grande 
daughter of the famous Metz Miss Barbara 
who in turn has four daughters and twa 
granddaughters in the herd. Another olf 
matron was pointed out, a granddaughter of 
Blackcap Revolution. Oldest cow in the herd 
is a twenty-three year old daughter of Even 
Baden, who has been a great producer. “Yes 
darn it, I had three other daughters of Even 
Baden. But the boy who trucked the cattle 
up from Florida tried to set some kind of 
non-stop record. If the old cows had been 
unloaded and rested I would still ‘have 
them.” 

Somehow the talk got around to cattle 
size. While admitting that they can be too 
small “Tiny” poin out something else= 
having them too big can be quite a heads 
ache, too. “I shipped a cow the other day 
that is an example of this.

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An Unusual Name, and An Unusual Hergi 
Cold Saturday Goes Back to a Land Patent of I765mm 


connected with Aberdeen-Angus farms. 

Back of them is often some history 
connected with the section of the pee | 
in which they are located. A name whi 
has always intrigued us is that of Cold 
Saturday Farm in Maryland. Apparently 
it has the same effect on other breeders. 
More people have commented -on the name, 
and have asked its origin, than any other 
farm name we can recall. 

Cold Saturday was so named in a patent, 
or deed, from the Royal Governor of Mary- 
land, representing the King of England, in 
1766. me seventy-five years ago the 
owner apparently thinking the name a bit 
whimsical, changed it to Clover Hill, be- 
cause it was a famous clover farm in those 
days. 5 

The present owners, Jotee and Mrs. 
Hamilton Hackney, who bought it in 1932, 
discovered the old name in searching the 
records, and were delighted to reinstate it, 
and feel that it has been a distinct trade 
asset ever since, due to the fact that once 
heard, it seems to stick in people’s minds, 
and this is of particular importance to a 
herd just getting started. They traced the 
date of the deed back on a perpetual calen- 
dar and found that it was a Saturday in 
January. What with old-fashioned winters 
being what they were, they think this is the 
reason for the name. There were seven 
snow storms their first winter on the farm, 
all of them on Saturdays, so they believe 
the farm was well named. Their coldest 
day on the farm, twenty-four below zero, 
was also a Saturday, the Hackneys report. 

If anyone is interested in old names, there 
are a good many in Maryland, and most of 
them are picturesque. The present Cold 
Saturday also includes Flagg’s Meadows, 
Westphalia, Jordan’s Folly and Nest Egg. 
Nearby are My Lady’s Manor, Sophia’s 


[cone are many interesting names 
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Dairy, Melinda’s Prospect, King’s Eye, and 
Jones’ Contrivance, the latter being W. F. 
Keyser’s Aberdeen-Angus Farm. John 
Small’s Laytonsville Aberdeen-Angus Farm 
was originally Crown’s Content, and 
Monocacy was Crazy Woman’s Elbow. 

There are two unusually quaint names in 
Frederick County—Fat Oxen and Petticoat’s 
Advance. On the eastern shore there are 
Bachelor’s Hope and His Lordship’s Kind- 
ness. Elsewhere in the state are Cold Thurs- 
day, Cold Bottom and Cold Comfort, as well 
as Hard Bargain, Mount Misery, Parrott’s 
Cage, Lamb’s Meadows, Society Hill, Medi- 
cal Hall, Old Wye, and Mount Republican. 
There seems to have been considerable 
pessimism in those early days, since a great 
many patents have the wo Folly, Chance 
and Adventure after the patentee’s name. . 

The first Aberdeen-Angus to come to 
Cold Saturday were ten young heifers and 
a bull, from Alan McGregor, in 19384.

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The Chicago Market trends 


were marketed at Chicago during the 

month of April and the supply was the 
smallest for any April month since 1939. 
Not only was the run light in numbers, but 
the average weight of offerings was light 
as much of the month’s supply consisted of 
“gshort-fed” and real light cattle, while 
arrivals of long-fed cattle with weight 
made up only a comparatively modest 

e run. 

Late in March the market offered little 
encouragement to‘the cattle feeder, and the 
same was true of the first part of April, 
but when the trend did become definite it 
was on the upswing and the market became 
an extremely active session as the brisk 
sale continued right up through the close of 
the month. 

For some time it was difficult to move 
beef at wholesale levels, but late in April 
it was almost impossible to satisfy the un- 
usually broad demand for all kinds of beef 
and beef products. The gain in wholesale 
prices was not limited to Chicago, for east- 
ern points also showed sudden and definite 
improvement in beef demand. On the final 
week of the month, when live receipts at 
Chicago were the biggest for any week

week. The beef trade was not alone in the 
advance, for pork prices and lamb rates 
scored gains of several dollars on the final 
sessions of the month as meat consumption 
rose to new recent levels in another of the 
trade’s unexplainable caprices. 

The attractive margins being received at- 
tracted a lot of short-fed cattle here during 
April, this being a continuation of a condi- 
tion existing a month earlier. But, the con- 
stant drain on the country’s supplies soon 
resulted in a diminishing number of short- 
fed arrivals, while demand on ig omy of 
killers continued as brisk as ever. is out- 
let for light cattle included the real small 
offerings of iow quality and some trades 
were made that involved cattle averaging 
less than 700 lbs. selling at prices country 
feeders were unwilling to pay. At the same 
time the general quality of daily offerings 
continued to show improvement and a larger 
number of strong-weight cattle were avail- 
able, numerous loads eae ye. | 1,300 Ibs. in 
weight and being of good to choice quality. 

e sudden change in the condition of the 
fat cattle market was reflected in the at- 
titude of the corn-belt cattle feeder who now 
is extremely bullish and optimistic. One 
fellow made the remark that if it ap 
that cattle prices were not attractive to him 
at the time he was ready to ship he would 
— put another bolt in the gate” and hold 

s cattle for a more favorable market, 
(which he was positive would return). This 
was true of the short-term cattle feeder as 
well as with the long term feeder who has 
just begun to market his winter’s feeding 
venture. This trend of thought was well 
illustrated during the month when slight 
recessions in daily prices resulted in rather 
sharp reductions in cattle numbers on fol- 
lowing sessions, generally allowing for price 
recoveries on the lighter supply.

-The gain in numbers was uneven, the 
eastern five corn-belt states reported gains 
in three, Ohio, Indiana and Wisconsin, while 
Illinois and Michigan reported unchanged 
numbers. In the six western states it was 
found that Iowa, Missouri and Nebraska re- 

rted gains in the number on feed, while 

innesota and reported reductions 
and South Dakota no change. 

The eight per cent cornbelt increase com- 

with a reported five per cent gain on 
anuary ist, but the sharp gain in the num- 
ber of replacement cattle that moved into 
this section of the country during the first 
e months (estimated at 33 per cent 
“WMiore than a year ago) was responsible for 
the gain in numbers on feed. 

The report also indicated that cattle were 
being marketed earlier than had been antic- 
ipated and that the cattle still on feed as 
of April 1st that were in feedlots on Janu- 
ary Ist were about twelve cent smaller 
than feeders in January expected to 
have on feed April ist. This was largely 
due to the attractive margins of profit ob- 
tainable during the early part of the year. 

Steers on feed this year made up a small- 
er portion than-a year earlier, being report- 
ed at sixty-seven per cent of the total, four 

recent below April ist, 1949. Heifers were 

ive per cent smaller than a year ago at 
eleven per cent of the total, while calves 
showed a gain of nine percent, making u 
twenty-one percent of total number on f 

With the attractive prices bringing in a 
lot of cattle for slaughter and killers fur- 
nishing a lot of competition for the strong- 
weight two-way cattle, a big percentage of 
these end fed cattle went for slaughter 
and cattle feeders were beginning to worry 
about replacements. Reports from the west 
were that available numbers of be gg. a 
cattle would be comparatively light, partly 
because of stiff competition from west coast 
cattle feeders and also because of the broad 
local call for replacements. 

This can be readily understood when the 
department of agriculture report carried 
the statement that the number of cattle on 
feed as of April Ist was forty-two per cent 
above a week ago and that the inshipments 
of stocker and feeder cattle were about 
double the total of the same months in 1949. 

The resulting active demand locally for 
replacement cattle found only a modest 
number available and the prices paid were 
unevenly higher than on a month earlier. 
Part of the price gain resulted from the 
sharp jump in fat cattle rates. Of the mod- 
est supply of stockers and feeders marketed 
at Chicago during April, the best sold for 
$28.50 and the average price for all replace- 
ment cattle at this market at $25.25 was 
the highest for any month since November, 
1948. The monthly average price for re- 
placement cattle has shown an advance for

general optimism that has swep 
into the cattle market during the 
month has resulted in some extremely a4 
ish predictions, all interested factors being 
represented in a group that expects some 
high tops during the next few months. Some 
members of the trade here (and they ap 
not few in number) have expressed’ the 
opinion that $40.00 or more is not an im 
possibility this summer. 

She-stock continued to be 
scarce during the month and most cows 
heifers scored gains of as much as $2.06 as 
the keen competition cleared supplies 
almost daily. op heifers reached 06 
and some choice strong-weight beef cows 
sold as high as $23.75. Low-grade cows in. 
cluding canner and cutter kinds closed th 
month at rates that were at the highest 
levels since last June. 

The poor showing made by the hog 
market in March was corrected to some em 
tent by the price werery scored during 
April. Prices for hogs showed advances 
during every week during April, the first 
time the market here has witnessed such ay 
event since 1928, twenty-two years age 
Only the high level of prices t existed 
early in March prevented the entire month 
of April from whan yr, § higher than March 

e at Chicago at $16.00 was 
only 20c below t for March and was the 
smallest decline, March to April, in many 
years. April, 1949, prices ave $1.90 
below March, while April, 1948 had an aver 
age that was $1.60 under March and the 
April as three years ago averaged $3.65 
below March of that year. 

Hog butchering dropped to the lowest 
volume since early last fall, but the total 
was biggest for April in six years. The de 
crease in the receipts of hogs, coupled with 
rising prices for pork at wholesale levels 
stimulated live re buying and daily 
markets were generally active affairs, 

Indications that the lamb supply is on the 
increase in this country were apparent agail’ 
during April when the more than 56,000 
head received compared with 33,511 a year 
ago. The increase was not at Chicago 
alone, for the twenty leading markets show- 
ed some strong gains in numbers too. Locak 
ly, the market for lambs lost a little ground 
on some uneven trading stg | the month 
and at the close the average for April a 
$26.00 was $1.00 below a month ago and 
$29.10 during the month of April, 1949. As

scenes activity now is directed at finding a 
compromise farm plan to replace the pres- 
ent high-cost program. 

Publicly, the President is expected to in- 
dicate continued favor for the Brannan Plan. 
Privately, the Plan has been ali but shelved, 
at least until after the congressional elec- 
tions next fall. 

Inside fact is that Democratic congress- 
men, coming up for re-election, now may 
oppose, or ignore Secretary Brannan’s pro- 

, without fear of strong party disfavor. 
stand has made that clear at White 

House meetings with party farm leaders. 

In giving his party farm leaders the green 
light, the President was recognizing the 
realities of the situation. Practically all 
Democratic farm leaders on Capitol Hill had 
either openly opposed the Brannan Plan, or 
made it apparent that they wanted to min- 
imize it as an election issue. 

“Open door” hearings on farm policy are 
due to start before the House Agriculture 
committee about May 15th. Purpose will be 
to discuss practically any substitute for the 
present program that any gruop may favor. 

That covers a lot of groups, and consider- 
able territory. Nobody is very happy about 
the farm law now on the books. 

Besides its high cost, the main criticism is 
that it encourages overproduction of soil- 
depleting field crops, many of which are 
already in over supply, and holds up expan- 
sion of live stock production . . . despite the 
obvious fact that more live stock products 
are needed and wanted by the people. 

Testimony before the House committee is 
expected to include several suggestions for 
programs that would be at least partly fi- 
nanced by farmers themselves, instead of by 
the taxpayers. Most of the major farm 

nizations favor such an appro 

rannan won’t abandon his idea for direct 
payments to producers of perishable com- 
modities, as an alternative to the present 
practice of government purchase on the 
open market which boosts prices to con- 
sumers. But he is expected to adopt a more 
conciliatory attitude toward those who have 
opposed his program, in line with the Presi- 
dent’s wishes. 

_The Agriculture Secretary always has in- 
sisted that he did not consider his Plan the 
last word, and that he would be glad to con- 
sider alternatives. Now, he is to be given 
the big chance to do just that.

Until recently aureomycin has been re- 
garded solely as a weapon for fighting dis- 
ease. Just why the antibiotic 

wth the scientists don’t yet know. Could 

that the drug inhibits growth of certain 
detrimental micro-organisms in the in- 
testinal tract. 

Aureomycin, like penicillin, is obtained 
from a mold by fermentation. Amount 
needed to produce a response, when mixed 
with feed, is small and inexpensive. About 
five pounds, at a cost of i! cents per 
pound, is enough for a ton of feed. 

Still another development is noted by 
USDA scientists. They find that a new 
compound, a derivative of arsonic acid, 
makes pigs and chicks grow faster when it 
is combi with aureomycin and vitamin

Rose-colored glasses are being worn this 
spring Sa Washington’s horde of econo- 
mists. ost of them are now. reversing 


earlier predictions that the last half of 1950 
would be a period of declining business 
activity. 

Bullish factors, say the crystal gazers, 
include: (1) prospects for record highs in 
both personal incomes and personal spend- 
ing, (2) probability that federal, state, and 
local spending will reach a peace time high, 
and (8) the likely refusal of congress to go 
along with inistration requests for tax 
increases. 

Some of these trends could mean bad 
news after this year, but for 1950 they point 
to stronger consumer demand. 

There is general agreement among the 
forecasters that agriculture won’t prosper 
as much as other businesses during the re- 
mainder of the year. Cattlemen and lamb 
producers, however, are to be better off 
than other categories of farmers. 

Nobody is predicting a bust, or mabr 
break, in the farm economy as a whole. The 
farmers’ share of the national income is now 
down to about twelve percent, compared 
with the wartime average of sixteen per- 
cent, but that is still high by peace time 
standards. : 

Long term farm planning, say the farm 
economists, should be based on expectations 
that prices eventually will stabilize at levels 
somewhat under present markets. 

Prices over the next five years, say cau- 
tious forecasters, may average about like 
this on key commodities: beef steers, $15.00 
to $18.00; hogs, $12.00 to $14.00; corn, 75 
cents to $1.00; wheat $1.25 to $1.50. 


Officials in USDA’s Live Stock Branch 
are uniformly optimistic about the outlook 
for cattle and lamb producers through this 
year. The market is expected to be stable, 
with profits fairly good. 

The live stock trend-watchers are cautious 
about making predictions, publicly. Pri- 
vately, they admit that they look for prices 
to decline slightly this summer and fall, due 
to increases in meat supply. : 


Some feeders “may not come out,” in the 
official view. _ 

But about the only thing that could cause 
a sharp break yet this year, according to 
the USDA live stock men, is “dumping on 
the market.” This, they don’t expect to 
happen. 


After the Marshall Plan, what then? 
Farm leaders know that Euro recove 
dollars are holding up the U. S. agricul 
export market, and, consequently, contribut- 
ing to the strength of domestic farm prices. 
. .. including those for live stock. 

bt ae a doing a kick 
worrying about how eep exports hi 
after the flow of give-away dollars is turn- 
ed off or reduced. As things stand, the 
Marshall Plan has two more years to go, but 
already the program is being tapered off. 
Congress this year may appropriate about 
one-third fewer dollars than last for Mar- 
shall aid. 

Sen. Clinton Anderson, of New Mexico 
former Agriculture Secretary, has proposed 
a joint government-citizen committee to 
study the problem. Included would be re; 
resentatives of the farm organizatio i. 
nance, and the colleges, along with top U. S. 
officials. 

A committee of farm leaders, named by 
Brannan last year to advise USDA on ex- 
port policy, already has sounded a stern 
warning. Any farm program that main- 
tains artificially high prices, the committee 
declared, is “nationalistic” and would take 
us “back on the road to isolationism.” 

Presumably, the committee means the 
present farm program. 

Most agricultural leaders both inside and 
outside of government agree that the U. S. 
must increase its buying of goods from 
Europe if exports are to be maintained 
after we stop giving away dollars.

me when you should buy a car, a ha 
baler, or a tractor? You probably woul 
reply that you would buy these items of 
equipment whenever 
you thought you need- 
ed them to operate your 
farm more efficiently. 
In like manner I an- 
swer the question which 
you have put to me: 
Se u should start a 
reeding herd whenever 
you need such a herd 
to operate your farm 
most advantageously. 
For a herd of beef 
cows should be regard- 
ed as a piece of equip- 
ment like a mowing 
machine, a hay baler, 
or a manure spreader. As a matter of fact 
it is all of these and a great deal more, for 
it may also be called corn pickers, sweet- 
clover harvesters, and hay and straw con- 
one without overpla the imagina- 
on. 

The decision to establish a breeding herd 
is not one to be made lightly. When you 
decide to do so, you take it for keeps, for 
better or for worse, like you take a wife or 
adopt a baby, or accept a hound pup. 
course, you can get rid of it later if you 
find you can’t manage it, much as you can 
divorce a wife, but should have no mental 
reservations to that effect when you cast 
the die. 

Too often breeding cattle are bought like 
securities on the stock market or grain

When to Start a Breeding Herd © 


By PROF. R. R. SNAPP, University of Illinois 
(From a talk given at the Illinois Farm and Home week) 


futures on the board of trade. In other 
words one tries to wait and buy in at the 
low spot of the market just before prices 
start on a steep climb upward. When prices 
hit the peak you sell out completely or re- 
duce your herd to a few old cows and sit 
around and wait for another low spot to 
arrive. When it comes you start building 
up your herd in in order to have lots of 
cattle to sell when peak prices return. Of 
course, the “catch” to this method of operat- 
ing is the difficulty of knowing just when 
the low and high prices will occur. 


But those who recommend this method 
have at hand a little device called “the beef 
cattle ace © ons which is supposed to give 
them this information in a nut shell. It is 
a wavy line drawn on cross section paper. 
The peeks of the lines show in what years 
cattle prices have been highest and the 
troughs of the line show when prices have 
been lowest for the period covered. Always 
the period immediately ahead is shown by 
a. dotted line or is left completely blank be- 
cause no one can say for certain what the 
future has in store. Still economists have 
much faith in the cattle cycle for they 
believe it indicates for how long a period 
prices will decline before they start back up 
and when once they start up, how long the 
will continue to rise before they start hack 


down again.

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operative equipment, not a speculative 
modity. A farmer either n ab aan 
herd or he doesn’t, just as he either n 
or does not need a tractor, a hay baler, org 
feed grinder. If a man really needs one @ 
these items of equipment he seldom pogh 
nes p ing one for two or three years 
in the hope that prices will come down, for 
the fact that he thinks he needs one, im 
plies that he believes the savings the mm 
chine will effect over the years it will ie 
used are substantially greater than its cogt 


Likewise with a breeding herd. If a hem 
is really needed, it means that pasture, hay, 
and other roughages now poorly utilized op 
perhaps going to waste would be converted 
into choice home bred calves for the feed 
lot if a breeding herd were established 
make use of them. If all available feed 
supplies are now being utilized reaso 
well by other livestock, a need for a b 
ing herd does not exist and none should he 
established. Hence, it is the available feed 
supplies rather than the level of the cattle 
market that should be given major consider. 
ation in deciding if or when a breeding herd 
should be established. 

But are not cattle prices too high to jum 
tify starting a herd now? Should not] 
wait until prices are lower? ; 

Well, if you wait until you can buy cattle 
lower, you are almost certain that the 
market will be still lower when you have 
cattle tq sell. If you get in now when 
prices are high they may still be high when 
you sell your first crop of calves and not 
too low when you sell your second and 
third crops. 

“Wait for lower prices” was the advice 

iven by the economists to prospective cattle 
reeders during the period 1937-40. Cattle 
numbers were much larger than they had 
been the previous decade and a surplus of 
beef and lower prices of cattle were pre 
dicted with certainty by studying the beat 
cattle cycle. Well, those who followed the 
advice and waited are still waiting, for cat 
tle are fully twice as high now as they were 
then. However, those who bought have en- 
joyed a decade of higher cattle prices than 
any previous generation of cattlemen have 
ever dared dream of. 

Moreover, the original cost of a breedi 
herd is not a serious handicap, even wi 
high prices if you start with heifer calves, 
Most of the cost price of a 400-pound heifer 
calf at twenty-five cents a pound; namely, 
$100, is likely to be recovered when you sell 
her as a mature cow weighing 1100 pounds 
at eight or nine cents. And cattle prices 
will have to decline far below their present 
levels before cows will be selling for eight 
or nine cents a pound. 

If you have feed that is going to waste

still be worth from $60 to $100 apiece m

“Does provide a balanced ration for 
beef cattle?” asked Prof. W. D. Gallup, of 
the Oklahoma A. and M. College, in a talk 
before the 4ist Annual Meeting of the 
American Society of Animal Production, 
held in Chicago. “Only if there is 
phosphorus in the soil to properly nourish 
the grass grown,” came his answer. 

answer was based on research results, 
Weanling beef heifers were grazed two 
summers (Apes through October) on grass 
grown on phosphorus deficient soil com 
with pasture on soil with a mor 
adequate phosphorus supply. Also, on each 
kind of soil ten heifers got only salt asa 
mineral supplement, ten recei a mineral 
made up of nine parts salt and one part 
dicalcium phosphate, and ten received two 
salt and one part dicalcium phosphate. 
i the winter months (November 
through March) all lots were fed on prairie 
hay and corn gluten meal, along with the 
minerals given above. 

“The feeding of twenty-six pounds of 
dicalcium phosphate to the heifers grazed 
on the phophorus deficient soil resulted pro- 
ducing heifers that weighed 166 rs 
more in twenty-one months than did the 
heifers that received no mage 9 supple- 
ment. And the cost of this added gain was 
only $1.17—for the twenty-six pounds of 
dicaicium phosphate.

Some time back, in November of 1945 @ 
be exact, Judge Hackney commented in the 
JOURNAL on the then rather new idea 
grassland farming. He told of his earlier 
attempt at general live stock farming, 
cluding sheep and dairy cattle along with 
the herd. of Aberdeen-Angus, plus income 
from small fruits and apples. 


The shift to grassland farming was made 
when farm operations costs were studied 
The wool and milk income, on a net basig 
was not especially profitable. The bemy 
and fruit crops, on a rather small scale did 
not pay their way when all factors wer 
considered. . 


One of these factors was labor for spray 
ing and harvesting, with the labor needed 
when other:farm work also needed attem 
tion. There was also the high overhead m 
equipment. 


But probably the biggest reason for the 
change was that the rolling Maryland hills 
were not suited for continous cropping. To 
much was being taken out of the sol 
Erosion, plus labor and machinery cost 
made the oats, barley and corn produced a 
expensive proposition figured on a long 
term basis. So it was decided to cut dow 
on crops, increase the pasture <a and 
take better care of it, and increase size 
of the Aberdeen-Angus herd. 


At that time Judge Hackney said: “Te 
worst three headaches on the farm a 
labor, machinery and weather, and all thre 
can be relieved materially by having ones 
farm mainly, if not entirely, in grass.”

the value of this type of farming, in certaiy 
sections, that it has become almost fag 
ionable to state defiantly, “I am a grag 
land farmer.” 

“More cattle are being grown on 
than ever before, and more economigaliy 
Less labor, less ao roe f and less weathe 
hazard are involved, and soil is consepyeg 
instezd of being mined, When I wrote the 
article, I was speaking mainly of small, 
hilly, eastern farms, but the idea is spread. 
ing to other types, and many farmers gn 
finding higher net returns from 
than any other land use. I still grow 
acres of corn for silage for winter 
Have been trying grass silage as well, Ay 
near as I can figure it out, it is not as gous 
as corn silage for beef cattle as such, bu 
is good for cows nursing calves, because # 
does make milk. Also it fits in well with 
grassland farming in that it is.a si 
way to use surplus spring grass for wae 
feeding. 


“One thing that has been inpreee upon 
me duri recent years is t pastures 
have long n the ‘forgotten men’ on most 
farms, but that they are coming into ther 
own and recogni as the most valuable 
and economical crop on a farms. In. 
stead of being the poorest fields, and gives 
the least attention, they are being given 
unprecedented fertilizer and management,” 

“It has been proven conclusively that very 
heavy applications of fertilizer are very 
profitable. A man near here says that 
whereas he grazed only one steer to five 
acres five years ago, he now grazes one and 
a half steers to the acre, puts on two pounds 
a day all summer long, and has spent an 
average of $15.00 per acre per year on 
fertilizer. One can see at a glance that the 
increase in beef production nets him sey 
eral times the cost of the fertilizer. 

“It is also obvious that three pounds of 
beef per acre per day for 180 days isa 
— crop on any man’s farm, particu 
arly when there is no labor, gasoline nor 
machinery needed to harvest the crop, and 
when rain does good rather than harm, 1 
won’t labor the point further—you can read 
the same sort of thing in any farm mag 
azine you pick up. 

“The only point I want to stress is that 
we are just inning to realize that we can 
double and treble the quantity of nutrients 
that we are now producing on our 
and at a cost that is only a fraction of the 
value of these additional nutrients translat 
ed into beef. We have still a long ways t 
go in this respect before we reach the point 
of diminishing returns.”

national capital, and I only hope that you 
young farmers will not lean too heavily 
upon that crutch. 

Do you consider yourself too ignorant, oy 
lazy, or worthless to be trusted with your 
own destiny? Are you afraid the people of 
this country might starve by the millions if 
their welfare were not guaranteed by g 
benevolent government? Probably not. 
Yet those, according to Dean Russell, of the 
Foundation for Economic Education, are the 
premises on which the advocates of the 
“welfare” state, with a planned (and com. 
— “security” for all, base their think. 
ing. As he puts it, “In the name of liberty, 
they advocate bondage.” 

What a lot of people don’t realize is that 
the “security” which such schemes offer is 
not the same as the security we individuals 
have in mind when we plan our own future, 
For example, in some countries a man hag 
a house, but it’s not of his own choosing. 
Someone in the government assigns it to 
him, and he lives there whether he likes it or 
not. He’s guaranteed a job, too, but the 
state decides where, when, for how long and 
at what wages he shall work. The state 
decides, too, what he shall think, and gay, 
and what he shall hear and see. We'd gall 
such a system slavery. But it’s the Russian 
definition of security. 

Let’s be sure that is’nt the kind of secur. 
ity our planners have in mind. Or, better 
still, let’s hang onto the right to do our own 
thinking and deciding and planning’ which, 
as free American citizens, we all inherited, 
ONCE LIBERTY IS GONE, RECOVERING 
IT IS A LONG AND BITTER PROCESS, 
I wonder if we are loosing some of our lib- 
erties, some of them just a wee bit at times, 
so little in,fact we may not realize it is hap- 
pening to us. 

No doubt a large number of you went 
through experiences in World War II; saw 
farming operations in Europe you would not 
want to see in this country. In England 
today you farm as the government bids— 
or someone is placed on your farm to oper- 
ate it the way the government says to do. 
I don’t want that, and I don’t think you do 
either. I don’t like the idea of subsidizing 
the farmer and at the same time subsidizi 
the consumer. Don’t kid yourself, it’s al 
done at the expense of the taxpayer. 

Most of Fe know about the spectacular 
dumping of potatoes, dried milk and eggs. 
Ma a lot of you are not old enough to 
remember when another Secretary of Agri- 
culture went into a program of killing little 
pigs some seventeen years ago, and that 
sorry fact still comes home to plague him. 

Even in this land of plenty, there is some- 
thing precious, even. sacred, about food. 
Many people bow their heads every day, 
three times a day, to express their humble 
thanks to God for it, and to destroy it seems 
like throwing it back in His face, regarded 
as an act of sacrilege. Come a day when 
potatoes are scare and high, and who knows 
when drought can and will create a short 
age in this country. Some will call it retre 
bution and our Secretary of Agriculture’ 
name will bob up with infamous implica 
tions. 

I wonder sometimes ‘if all this feeling of 
uncertainty and unrest comes about because 
you and I, all of us, haven’t wandered a bit 
from the teachings of our God. I don’t sup 
pose it would hurt any of us to get b 
on the beam a bit in our thinking and living; 
and try to adhere more to the teachings @ 
the Golden Rule. I don’t think it will com 
anything to try, and it -might be helpful! 

Few of us stop to think-how much gov 
ernment has entered into our business. 
we can believe the figures of a recent 
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ers’ Digest, revealing the fact that the costs 
of the present administration are larger 
than all ef those which have gone before, 
we can’t help but wonder where we are 


ded.

Pay ran from $8.00 
per day to $5300 a year. The total for 178 
was $86,065.00, which for the 2500 farms in 
the county works out to an average of 
$344.26 per farm. It is one employee for 
every fourteen farms. Dekalb is a 1 » 
rich county so I don’t mean to imply the 
figures are average, but to say the least 
they are impressive. Worth the cost? I 
don’t know, that is for the farmers to say, 
put I do know that the average farmer in 
that county didn’t know how much was be- 
ing spent. 

I think now more than ever before in this 
country we are calling for men of vision. 
Somewhere in the Bible it says, “Where 
there is no vision, the 93 ge perish”. Men 
in high places are troubled as to where we 
are headed. As you go from this school I 
think many of you can become leaders in 
your communities because I feel with youth 
there is and must be vision. One of our 
great economists lists these six points for 
our consideration: 

1.We must conserve our remaining 
natural resources. 

2. We must increase our individual pro- 
ductivity. 

3. We must encourage large scale enter-

Broom sedge, that sure sign of wornout 
land, offers no problem in land rebuilding. 
“You just put on lime and 4-8-6 fertiilizer 
and your ladino and fescue, or other grass 
and legume combination crowds it out,” he 
has found. 

Granted that a land clearing and reclama- 
tion project such as is going on at Sturdy 
Oak is expensive, first cost considered, it 
offers unlimited future earning capacity. 
“Take that field of ladino clover down 
there,” said the Georgia breeder. “It pro- 
duced ten tons of feed per acre last year. I 
had the hay tested and it ran seventeen per 
cent protein. You can’t get either produc- 
tion “dg 4 feed like that without feed- 
ing the soil. My corn last year, on heavily 
fertilized land, tested better than ten per 
cent protein. I had some corn and cob meal 
analyzed that ran eight per cent protein. 
Yes, these red clay hills have unlimited pos- 
sibilities if handled right. I am getting 
about eleven months grazing now, relying 
mostly on fescue and ladino. By having pas- 
tures in reserve twelve months of green 
feed a year is easily possible. 

One does not have to tell a cattleman the 
advantages of twelve months grazing over 
the common grazing and dry feeding pro- 
gram familiar on most farms. “With the 
cattle doing the harvesting you save a lot 
on machinery and labor commonly used to 
harvest crops and get them to the build- 


ings. 

Proeking of buildings “Tiny” pointed out 
his barns for show and sale cattle. “We no 
more than got them up last spring and a 
tornado about put us back where we were 
when we started.” Little or no shelter is 
needed for the breeding herd of 100 head.
